' LONDON, Feb. 1. 8 a. m.—The completed 
_gasualty lists reported by General Buller 
ghow that the British lost at least 1,300 
officers ang men in killed, wounded, and 
missing in the second advance for the relief 
of Ladysmith. All the morning papers de- 
wote columns to the lists of killed and 
wounded, and it is openly stated that the 
full returns are not allin yet. The Chronicle 
this morning places the total at 2,015, and 
gives the total British losses to date as 9,605. 
A Pretoria dispatch says that the Boer losses 
on Spion Kop were 53 killed and 120 wounded. 

In the meantime General Buller has the 
public and War office alike guessing harder 
than ever. How he proposes to make good 
his boast to be in Ladyemith within an- 
other week none is able to understand. 
Still there are those who affect to believe [ 
that the hitherto impossible trick may by 
gome hook or crook be turned. They do not 
ventureany valuable suggestions, but simply 
hope. The same dreams seem to exist 
among General Buller's troops, as well as 
in Buller’s own mind. J 

Asa sample, Winston Sn wires the 
Morning Post: 

“ The Boer positions before Ladysmith are 
perhaps impregnable, even to 25,000 men, 
but the troops are resolved to have another 
try.” 

This means, according to the Post's mili-

The 
Turkish government remained deaf to the 
repeated appeals, and hence the Italian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Marquis de ‘Venosta, 
resolved on the ultimatum. the 
Lectures at the Vatican, 
Henry Brunetiere, editor of the Paris Re- 
vue des Deux Mondes, lectured at the Vat- 
ican today, his subject being “ Bossuet’s 
Modernity.”

Jones Talks of the Current. 


- ‘Trustee Jones’ action was a surprise to the 
minority, who opposed having a matter of 
such importance rushed through without 
more consideration. 

In speaking on the resolution Trustee 
Jones said: “‘ There is nothing to be gained

Edward S. Curtis, 2001 North Robey street, 
known as the “lawyer evangelist.“ died

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WHEAT BULGES ON ERROR | 


INCORRECT CABLE FROM LONDON 
CAUSES A BRIEF 
Nearly All the Loss on Good Buying, 
Reported Crop Damage, and Closing 
Italian Ports Against Argentina— 
Corn Attracts Little Attention and

A good deal of wheat was 
bought on the rise, and when, in response to 
a request from the board for confirmation 
of the first quotation, a second cable came 
giving the closing quotation at London as 
id lower on March and ½d lower on May 
wheat futures here sold off without a per- 
ceptible rally to 67%4c, a loss of %c, of which 
%c was recovered before the close. May 
wheat opened with sales at 68@68%¢c to 
684%@68\,c, a gain over the previous closing 
of Ke, sold to e and down to 67%, a range 


January ranged from 65%c to 65%c, closing 
halt way between the two extremes, and 
July kept from %c to %c above the earlier 
future. In spite of the flurry over London, 
which brought futures down 2c below the 
high quotation of the recent 4%c bulge, it 
was evident some one believed it was too 
‘early to lose so large a proportion of the 
advance won so slowly and painstakingly.

The closing of Italian 
ports against the ports of Argentina was 
not of so much importance in itself as in 
the possibility of the example being fol- 
lowed by other Buropean countries, which 
import more wheat than Italy.*Bull traders 
here would have been ready to recommend 
to foreign powers an embargo on Argentine 
wheat on the strength of the report of two 
deaths from bubonic plague at Rosario yes- 
terday and four new cases. There was some 
comfort in domestiq crop news, sporadic 
cases of serious damage being reported from 
different States. There was a report from 
Stark County, O., that the freeze had wiped 
out all the winter wheat which the Hessian 
fly had overlooked, and information came 
from Edgar County, III., that the ground 
was cracking from the hard treeze and the 
wheat looking black.
